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Appeal Dismissed 
In Jenner 
Prairie Fire cane 


St phen Kozy Held Not to, Blime for 
Vire Which Burned Prairie 


Pasture Last Fall 


In the appeal to the District Court 
at Medicine Hat in the case of Rex 
vs. Stephen Kozy, of Jenner, from 
dismissed by Magsitrate Bond of 
information and complaint under the 
Prairie Fires Act, His Honor Judge 
Green dismissed the appeal at Medic- 
ine Hat last Monday, Feb. 3. 

The facts were that on October 14, 
1459, the accused set fire to a straw 
stack in the middle of a large feld 
which had been double disced. The 
fire was lit between 8:00 and 8:30 
a.m, Some time about 8:30 a.m, a 
whirlwind, coming from the. south, 
carried burning straw to another 
straw stack in the same field. After 
9:30 a.m. a very violent wind sprang 
up from the southwest, carrying 
burning straw to the northeast and 
setting fire to the prairie and burn- 
ing a large area of prairie grass be- 
tween Jenner and Empress, causing 
great damage and much hardship to 
farmers and ranchers of the district. 

‘Crown prosecutor Alex. MacGregor 
of Medicine Hat, contended that as 
the accused had lit a fire which had 
| escaped, he was therefore guilty. 
Wm, McLaws, of Bassano, who de- 
fended the accused, urged that neg- 
ligence on the part of the accused 
must be established, which had not 
been done, and further, the escape of 
the fire was caused by an act of God 
for which the accused could not be 
held lable. 

Authorities were quoted by both 
sideg and the judge, on application: 
of counsel for the defense for a non- 
suit, held that the prairie fire had 
been caused by an act of God, and 
that no negligence on the part of the 
accused had been established. He 
dismissed the appeal of the Crown. 


No witnesses were called for the 
defense, the judge dismissing the 
case after hearing the Crown wit- 
nesses.

“Combined with the tasks that 
political leadership impose, my 
position has become. toé onerous for 
me to bear, with the consequent re- 
snit that I cannot do full justice to 
cither, As a result IT have, after 
the dnost anxious consideration and 
with great reluctance, presented my 
resignation ag Liberal leader to the 
appropriate organization,

“To prevent any misapprehension, 
may dT say that my assocfation with 
my Liberal colleagues in this house, 
and with Liberals throughout the 
province, only been har- 
monious, it has been for me a 
happy and pleasant experience in- 
deed.”

Cathedral, in Leningrad, into a huge 
anti-religious museum, The hundred- 
ton bells of the cathedral were 80 
unwieldy that the authorities had to 
destroy them piecemeal-in the bel- 
fries. 

More than a score of other churches 
in Leningrad and Moscow are now in 
process of demolition and are being 
replaced by commercial buildings, 
schools, and workers’ clubs. In one 
case, a provincial church was turned 
into a circus, and in Tiflis, the pro- 
ceeds from metted church bells were 
used to establish a menagerie.
